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INTRODUCTION 


This quick reference provides the user with a summary of the most often 
used keys, commands, and utilities available with the Citrix muzTIUSsER 
system. Because Citrix MULTIUSER provides multiuser extensions to MS OS/2, 
it will be referred to in this publication as MS OS/2 muzTiusER. 


It does not contain the commands and utilities that are intended primarily 
for system administration or operation. 


Refer to the Citrix muzriusER manuals (User’s Guide, System Administrator’s 
Guide, Command Reference) for additional detail including the security 
and resource management restrictions on command and utility usage. These 
command and utility descriptions only refer to the functions available to 
someone in the User security class. See the Command Reference for functions 
available to Administrator class users.

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DISKETTE DRIVE ACCESS — RESERVATION REQUIRED 


To prevent unintentional simultaneous access to a diskette drive by multiple 
users, it is necessary to reserve a drive before it can be accessed. For example: 


RESERVE A: 


Upon completion of use of the drive the reservation should be deleted. 


RESERVE A: /d 


A user must be authorized to access the diskette device or the reservation will 
not be granted. 


SYSTEM EDITOR 


A full screen system editor is available with MS OS/2 muzriuser. To start the 
system editor type:
